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REMARKS 

Claims 18-31 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 1-17 are 
canceled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein, and 
claims 1 8-3 1 are added. No new matter has been added. Reconsideration is respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. 
L Acknowledgment of Information Disclosure Statement 

An Information Disclosure Statement with Form PTO-1449 was filed in the 
above-captioned patent application on August 27, 2003. Applicant received a copy of the 
initialed Form PTO-1449 which does not acknowledge the "other documents." Accordingly, 
The Examiner is requested to initial and return to the undersigned a copy of the Form 
PTO-1449 that includes the "other documents." For the convenience of the Examiner, a copy 
of that form is attached. 
II. Double Patenting Rejection 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-17 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-17 of U.S. Patent No. 6,650,462 (hereinafter 
"the 462 patent"). The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

In particular, claims 1-17 are canceled and thus, the rejection with respect to these 
claims is now moot. 

Regarding new claims 18-31, independent claims 18, 22, 26 and 31 define patentable 
subject matter. Claims 19, 20-21, 23-25 and 27-30 depend from the respective independent 
claims, and therefore also define patentable subject matter. Accordingly, withdrawal of the 
rejection under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting is 
respectfully requested. 
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III. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 18-31 
are earnestly solicited.
